Detroit, Nov. 28.—The inventory

Co-operative advertising was 
adopted by one of the sections of the | 
Retail Merchants’ Association at 
Vancouver about two years ago, and 
proved so successful that recently | 
the service station section decided | 
to follow the lead. 

The scheme which has_ been 
worked out is a very simple one and ! 
its simplicity has contributed to its | 
success. Briefly, the system de- 
mands that all service station own- 
ers should agree on the particular 
service to be advertised. Prices are 
not mentioned in this advertising. 
but if they were, each station would 
be able tc quote its own prices on} 
the advertising matter issued bear- | 
ing its name. By agreeing on the) 
subject of the advertisement, how- 
ever, the cost of production is kept | 
down, and better results are ob- 
tained. 

Each station sends in a list of 
names which is received by the cen- | 
tral headquarters in confidence. 
The names remain the property of | 
the station submitting them, and 
are not available to any other per- 
son. 

The central headquarters is the 
Vancouver office of the Retail 
Merchants’ Association. Here the 
copy is written and drawings made. 
After this has been done the ad- 
vertising matter is produced on su- 
perior paper by a duplicating ma- 
chine. The advertisement is then 
folded and inserted in an envelope 
and mailed to the list of persons on 
the list supplied by the particular 
station. 

The cost is kept down to a mini- 
mum. The whole operation de- 
scribed above worked out at slight- | 
ly under $6 per 100. In addition, an 
extra 200 copies of this duplicated 
circular goes to the service station 
for its own use. 

It has been found that the serv- 
ice station owner who followed up| 
this direct mail advertising scheme | 
with telephone calls and personal 
sales effort with customers at the | 
Station, training the employees to) 
work along similar lines, got the | 
best results. In plain words, the 
man who put the most into the 
business got the most out of it. 

Service station owners who were 
content to sit idly by and left the 
advertising to work out its own re- 
sults, secured some increase in many 
cases, but this increase was nothing 





to that achieved by the man who 
entered wholehedrtedly into the 
project 

Naturally the men are most in- 
terested in selling service. 

The secretary of the R. M. A. in- 


quired from the stations participat- | 
ing what services they wanted 
stressed. It was agreed by the ma- | 
jority to advertise the necessity of | 
changing oil, but when the official 
asked ten stations as to the correct 
mileage for changing he got figures 
ranging from 400 to every 1,000 miles.

HEN the national automobile shows open their doors 
in less than six weeks we are likely to find a number 
of new developments on display. These will be interesting 
in themselves, but far more significant in the ultimate de- 
velopment they suggest to students of automotive evolution. 
We know now that the shows will disclose at least four 
sixteen-cylinder engines and several twelves. There will be 
an increased number of eight-cylinder power plants and the 
usual showing of sixes. At the moment it looks as if the 
four would be limited to a single representative at the na- 
tional shows. 

To the student of automotive evolution, this develop- 
ment of multi-cylinder power plants will suggest the prob- 
ability of a greater differentiation than ever between the 
medium price and the so-call luxury field. It looks as if the 
luxury field, providing transportation to people wo do not 
have to consider the question of cost, was going in heavily 
for multi-cylinder power plants. The twelves and sixteens 
are certainly achieving a vogue in the high price range. 

Tn the medium price field the sixes and eights will con- 
tinue their merry battle.

Farm Buying Power 


NE of the unfavorable factors in the present economic

HE heavy shroud of continued and monotonous dullness 


still blankets machinery and machine-tool markets of 
the country. With tangible evidence lacking of any pro-

“Inquiries of the past week, however, presage a slight- 
ly merrier Christmas, for they have the more definite as- 
surance of orders, rather than of mere price-getting, charac- 
teristic of inquiries in the past few months. Another cheer- 
ful aspect of the situation is the fact that manufacturers are 
utilizing the present period of slowness to perfect and im- 
prove models which will be available to purchasers later. 

“New York’s machinery market continues quiet, but 
inquiries are more numerous. Sales in the Chicago terri- 
tory are so far better than September and equal to last 
month. New England dealers expect the present condition 
to continue until the bugaboo of depression has been last- 
ingly squelched. Cincinnati markets are slow. 

“Detroit dealers feel better after’a few sales to auto- 
motive plants, and November sales volume is expected to 
surpass October’s record. Los Angeles reports a few car 
wheel borers among sales to railroad shops, while prospec- 
tive oil field purchasers are transferring equipment instead 
of buying new. Pacific Northwest machine-tool sales are 
slow, due mainly to dullness in the lumber industry there. 
Canada reports betterment in iron and steel conditions, and 
in the radio and electrical industries.’—Weekly Industrial 
Review of the American Machinist.

The mileage improved with Fed- 
eral aid in 1930 was lower than in 
any year since 1924. 

“The decline was anticipated,” 
says the report, “and is the natural 
result of the contraction of the 
program to a $75,000,000 basis, ne- 
cessitated by the authorization of 
that annual sum for severa] years

With the Federal] aid authoriza- 
tions increased to $125,000,000 for 
each of the three ensuing years, a 
corresponding yearly increase in im- 
proved mileage over the 1930 figure 
is expected.
